1. On 4 August 1955) the Security Committee again reviewed the list 
of specific areas involving substantial risk to CCMINT knowledgeable 
individuals (Annex A to the reference) in order to determine its current 
adequacy. 

2. The SECCOM noted that recent ratification of the Austrian State 
Treaty has nullified the listed restrictions in regard to city of Vienna 
and to Austria as a whole. 

3. The SECCOM unanimously agreed that subject list is in need of 
revision only in regard to Austria and recommends that pertinent restric- 
tions be amended as follows: 

Paragraph lb(3) - Change to read "That section of Vienna 

formerly known as the Soviet Sector" 

Paragraph lb(4) - Change to read "That section of Austria 

formerly known as the Soviet Zone" 

Paragraph 2b - Change to read "Those sections of Vienna 

formerly known as the U.S., British, 

French and International Sectors". 

4. The Security Committee will again review subject list at their 
next regular meeting, tentatively scheduled for 1 September 1955*
